j The Murderer VnmOTed a» the Fore- 


man Pronounced Ilia Doom—He "Will 
Be Sentenced to Death Tomorrow. 
The Trial a Quick 
One. 


Buffalo, Sept. 25.—The jury in the 


trial of the asunssin of President Mc- 
Klnley declared him guilty of murder 
in the first degree at 4:25 o'clock'yes 
terday afternoon. He will be sentenced 
to death tomorrow. 


The Jury retired at 3:15 o'clock after 


having heard an impressive charge 
from .fudge White which lasted twen- 
ty-four minutes. He spoke In a clear, 
deliberate voice. 


The address o£ both counsel for the 


assassin and the district attorney mov- 
ed their hearers to tears. The mur- 
derer was unmoved. 


The jury had been not overhasty, 


and its deliberations covered tbirty- 
tive minutes. 


JndKC White's Choree. 


JudKe White concluded his charge at 


3:51 o'clock. 


"This man," he said, "is charged 


with murder in the first degree. The 
law guarantees that he slmll be tried 
by a body of honest, Intelligent men.

by Iowa women to the memory of tho 
M>Iy •woman killed iu the battle of Get- 
tysburg, was dedicated in the National 
cemetery at Gettysburg on Sept. 16, 
1901. ' Not only was the monument 
erected in honor of a woman out of 
funds raised entirely by women, but a 
w6o»an in Gettysburg made the stone. 
Mr». Anna M. Miller, who, upon the 
death of her husband, assumed his busi- 
nfess as a marble worker, did this part 


work.

than half the amount needed was raised 
by dime subscriptions from the mem- 
bers of the corps.

A sis- 
teen-year-old girl at the time of the bat- 
tle, she assisted her sister in relieving 
Suffering and in caring for the soldiers. 
Wh,D« making bread early one morning 
a pilule ball crashed through the kitchen 
door and killed her almost immediately. 


The monument is made of Barre grun- 


lte'-«nd is Jive feet square at the base. A 
statue of Jennie Wade of Italian marble 
surmounts the whole. This part is the 
work of a noted sculptor and nas made 
in -Italy. The entire height of tbe monu- 
ment is twelve feet. The Inscription on 
the front reads, "Jennie Wade, killed 
July, 3, 1$S3, while making bread for 
Union soldiers." On the opposite side 
appears, "Erected by tbe Woman's Ue 
UJSft corps of Iowa." The Wade familj 
mOl^o, "What God willeth must be, 
though a nation mourn," is on the thin: 
side. The other face bears the simple 
ep'itaph, "She hath done what she 
c6uid."

It remains precisely -as 
it is, but it is gilded with metallic paint 
and trimmed with diagonal bands of rib,- 
bon, tied into a bow at tbe top right or 
left hand corner and the opposite Iqww 
corner. The ribbon, is further continued 
as a suspender. A stiff lining of canvas, 
covered with green, gold or other colored 
Japanese silk, should be.inserted in tbe 
vide poche, the silk being stitched, to tho 
straw to keep it in place. Without the

salaries, though the work is lighter nnd 
the hours shorter, as a rule. Such is not 
the case. 
Citing instances, the well 


known 
'discretionary' concern whose 


failure some jears ago %\as u nine da.v 
wonder only paid their steaogiaphcis, 
and they had a dozen or more, fiom $0 
up to $10, and the numeious gold, cop- 
per and zinc companies now out of ex- 
istence paid no higher salaries, save in a 
few instances where reliability had to 
be appreciated. Legitimate concerns pay 
better salaries. 


"Certain it is, the amiable young wo- 


man, 
when once she is looked on as 


trustworthy, has many confidences in- 
trusted to her, and it is astonishing 
sometimes the extent of these confiden- 
ces. Some men dictate to them their 
most personal and familiar letters to 
men nnd women, and some lawyers and 
brokers go so far as to explain to their 
stenographers in detail during idle mo- 
ments big deals which, were they know n 
outside, would cost these men thousands 
of dollars, and the strange part of this 
is that the girls who are intrusted tho 
most fully in the majority of cases re- 
ceive but moderate remuneration. 


"One hears often of 'the typewriter's 


bad English' and the senseless way she 
mixes her employer's letters in transla- 
tion, etc., but very little of the emploj- 
er's bad English. Allowed that some 
stenographers do not know good from 
bad and if they did are such veritable 
machines they would not see tho mis- 
taltes, still more there are who have not 
the nerve to correct employers' errors. 
It is interesting to note, on the other 
hand, the number of stenographers who, 
not occasionally, but ahvajs, have to 
correct the bad grammar dictated to 
them, many times by college graduates. 
Of course in these latter cases the poor 
excuse offered is carelessness. 


"You may be sure that the pretty 


flirtatious miss does not last long down 
to.ttu. She learns stenography only for 
fun or because she is tired of staying 
home. She drifts about for a year or 
two and then disappears, one doesn't 
know where. The ugly girl, onro she 
goes in business, stays there. Sh<» gets 
A good position finally, where she be- 
comes a sort of machine and is often 
looked upon as indispensable by her em- 
ployers. The honest, obliging, amiable, 
practical young' woman is in demand. 
Pretty or plain, she can always get a 
position. But she insist koop her head 
nnd have tact nnd 'none.' "—New York 
Post.

Not Piloted In Tbe Tribune. 


The following very remarkable story is 


told In "James Russell Lowell and His 
friends" (Scribner's), by Edward Everett 
Hale. He is writing of Sidney H. Gay, 
then managing editor of the New York 
Tribune. 


I have never seen in print Gay's story 


of that fearful night when Lincoln was 
tilled. But one hears it freely repeated in 
conversation, and I see no reason why it 
should not be printed now. 


'With the news of the murder of Lin- 


coln there came to New York every other 
terrible message. The office of The Trib- 
une of course received echoes of all the 
dispatches which showed the alarm at 
Washington. There were orders for the 
arrest of this man, there were suspicions 
of the loyalty of that man. No one knew 
what the morrow might bring. 


"In the midst of the anxiety of such 


hours to Mr. Gay, the acting editor of 
that paper, there entered the foreman of 
the typesetting room. He brought with 
him the proof of Mr. Greeley's leading 
article, as he had left it before leaving 
the city for the day. It was a brutal, bit 
ter, sarcastic personal attack on Presi- 
dent Lincoln, the man who when Gay 
read the article was dying in Washing- 
ton.

Can we prove that tho bulk 
of those few controlling the 
of each generation have been under the 
Influence of good tendencies, Inclined to 
have them, v> illlng or anxious to realize 
them? We cannot. The general result 
of civilization prove Just the reverse. 


Only a few days ago the writer n 


ceh ed a letter Irorn an old friend who 
has been located In Washington foi 
over 30 years under government em- 
ployment at a fnlrly good salary, often 
traveling through the countty as an 
agent of the government, constantly In 
direct contact with government ofllciTs 
of high standing and people In Impor 
taut social positions. lie 1ms never 
been anj thing of a reformer. He Is 
simply a conservative who docs not re- 
fuse to soe facts and Is willing to rea- 
son correctly. In that loiter and In nn- 
swer to some questions I asked him re- 
lating to present social conditions he 
said, "Most of our legislators are pos- 
sessed with seltlsh purposes, and ninny 
of them don't even see the difference 
between good and bad laws." Few hon- 
est. Intelligent men -will fall to agree to 
that In any confidential talk with other 
friends, although they will not be will- 
ing to proclaim such views In public. 


Take now the following otbcr Iteur 


There Is not a single reform writer to- 
day who Is not disliked by the elite 
clasgos of the nation, by those who 
control the progress of today. Thos,o 
writers nre accused of xmscttllng the 
minds of the working masses, making 
them unhappy, restless, discontented, 
giving them Ideas that they cannot 
rightly understand even if what re- 
formers proclaim Is light nnd correct. 
That alone proves that we have mlsed- 
ucated the people, since they cannot 
discriminate between right and wrong. 
It also proves that our progress docs 
not give to tho people at large but a 
small fragment of what the same prog- 
ress gives to the chosen people In tin1 
upper social layers, those who are sat- 
isfied with present conditions and who. 
being comfortable, are contented. Evi- 
dently, then, we have not made the 
many comfortable. They would be con 
tented like the few 1f they were com- 
fortable like the few, and, like the few, 
the many would not be upset by any 
reform ideas If the many were well 
fixed up in life like the few. We don't 
really see how even first class sophists 
can escape that simple logic, the plain, 
common seuse concepts we have en- 
deavored to expound. 


The fact Is that' civilization has al- 


ways tried to civilize "the man" with- 
out civilizing "the citizen or social 
unit." And so have we tried to Chris- 
tianize "tbe man" without Christianiz- 
ing tbe citizen, tbe social unit, the fdl- 
low who has to concoct laws, the peo- 
ple who'have to accept and live under 
those laws for good'or for evil. Neither 
to the unit nor to the jnass, neither to 
tbe top fellows^por to those at or near 
the bottom, have wo given any correct 
conceptlonsof Inramndutyas applicable 
to the relations which shall affect every 
one of us, shall force us to either crush 
somebody (or let somebody crush ug. as 
long as we see n't to koep on ns hereto- 
fore. 
Of course everything shall lio 


done according to' law. 
But what of 


that? Have vfe ever tried to civilize 
or Christianize the law, the consensus 
back of the law In communities' or na- 
tions? We have not and don't propose 
to do It yet for awhile. And. still that 
Job has to be done bj somebody sooner 


where he could lock up the type to which 
no one but himself had access. Tho fore 
man said he had. Gay bade him tie up 
the type, lock the galley with this article 
in his cupboard and tell no one what bo 
had told him. Of course no such article 
appeared in The Tribune the next morn- 
ing. 


"But when Gay arrived the next day 


at the office he was met with the 
that 'the old man' wanted him and the 
intimation that 'the old man' was veiy 
angry. Gay waited upon Greeley.

ARSENIC FACTORIES. 


Acquired l>r the People "Who 


AVoTlc In Then I. 


White arsenic is the form, in svhJch ar- 


senic Is taken by the peasants o£ Styria 
and the Tyrol. 
Professor Scballgnieber 


of Caetz was the firs! to call attention to 
this practice in-a reiport which he made 
in 1822 to the Austrian government oa 
the cause ot the numerous dearths from 
arsenic iwisoning in those districts. He 
found that arsenic was kept in most of 
the houses in upper Styria under the 
name of "hydrach," evidently a corrup- 
tion of "huttenrauch," or furnace- smoke. 
His statements made -were subs eqneatly 
confirmed from personal observation "by 
a Dr. McClngan ojt Edinburgh, bat for 
many years atterward the arsenic eaters 
were generally disbelieved in, and it was 
not till I860 that C. Heise published con- 
vincing evidence. 


Arsenic is principally eaten by hunters 


and woodcutters with the object of ward- 
ing off fatigue and improving their stay- 
ing powers. Owing to the fact that the 
sale Of arsenic i» illegal In Aus'tria with- 
out a doctor's certificate it is difficult to 
obtain definite information of a habit 
which is kept as secret as possible. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Lorenzo, in -that district 
the arsenic is taken fasting, usually in a 
cup of coffee, the first dose Iieing minute, 
but increased day by day smtil it some- 
times amounts to the enormous dose of 
12 or 15 grains. He foundi that the ar- 
senic eaters were usual!;)- long lived, 
though liable to sudden death. They have 
a very fresh, youthful appearance and 
are beldom attacked by infectious dis- 
eases. 


After the first dose the usual symptoms 


of slight arsenic poisoning are evident, 
but these soon disappear on continuing 
the tieatment. 


In the arsenic factories of Salzberg it is 


stated that -workmen who are not arsenic 
eaters soon buccumb to the fumes. The 
manager of one of these wotrks informed 
Mr. Heisf that he had been medically ad- 
vised to eat arsenic before talcing up his 
position. 
He considered that no one 


should begin the practice before 12 years 
old nor after 30 and that in any case aft- 
er 50 years of age the daily dose should 
be gia&ually reduced, since otherwise 
sudden d^ath would ensue. 
If a con- 


firmed niaenic eater suddenly attempts 
to <lo altogether without the diug, he im- 
mediately succumbs to the effects of ar- 
nenic poisoning. The only way to obviate 
this it, gradually to acclimatize the sys- 
tem by icduoinjt the dose from day to 
day. 
As another evidence of the cumu- 


lative propeities of arsenic it is interest- 
ing to note that when the graveyards in 
upper Styria are opened Ihe bodies of the 
nf-orne eaters rtiu be dibtinguibhcd by 
their almost perfect state of pieservation, 
tine to tlie gradually accumulated arsenic. 
—Scientu Gossip.

Why the Hand That Was Halved to 


Give the Death Signal Cave Instead 
a Cigarette to the Man -Who Bad 
Been Condemned to t>lc. 
"As was brought home to the Ameri- 


can inlnd during the Spanish, war the 
Latin races place slight value upon hu- 
man life, and the indifference shown at 
executions is a marked characteristic 
of their natures," said a Boston man. 


"I ana reminded of a scene I witness- 


ed while traveling in one of the Cen- 
tral American states several years ago. 
As we all know, revolutions there are 
of frequent occurrence. The success- 
ful general, who usually succeeds to 
the presidency, sometimes settles his 
differences \\ itb, the leaders of the van- 
quished by exiling them or having 
them stood up against an adobe wall 
before a file of soldiers, shot and buried 
where they fall—usually the latter. 


"While at the capital of one of these 


states shortly after the termination of 
a revolution I made the acquaintance 
of the president and several o£ his offi- 
cers, as I speak Spanish fluently. One 
morning as I was passing the entrance 
to the palace I encountered an, officer, 
a colonel, just as he emerged from the 
portico. He greeted me pleasantly and

MAN'S DAILY TALK. 


Knmlxer of Word* I'ned by Varlontt 


Fernonii In Twenty-four Hour*. 
"I have been trying to figure out how 


many words the average man utters in 
every twenty-four hours," said a gentle- 
man who had a penchant for peculiar 
things, "but I have been unable to reach 
any satisfactory conclusion on account of 
the different rates of speed at which dif- 
ferent persons talk. Of course I have no 
reference to the different kinds of words 
which may be found in tlie daily vocabu- 
lary of the average man, but I'm talking 
about the total number of words uttered, 
counting repetitions and all, .during every 
twenty-four hours. 


"There is the quiet, melancholy gentle- 


man who will not speak on an average of 
500 words a day, and there are many 
who for one reason or another would not 
utter anything like this number. On the 
other hand, there is the conversational 
gatling gun, not always a woman, either, 
who will roll off words at a fearful rate 
of speed and '-"whose aggregate for one 
day would run up to dizzy heights. Then 
there is1 the normal talker, who will strike 
a good decent average—the man who will 
neither bore you with his indifferent si- 
lence nor tire you with his meaningless 
verbosity. 


•'But suppose that we figure that the 


average person will utter an average of 
s-ixty words every minute. 
This would 


amount to 2,400 words for every hour, or 
about 57,000 words for every twenty-four 
hours. Of course no person will talk this 
much, as the windiest of men anil women 
would probably break down before they 
hud talked as much, as fifty-seven col- 
umns in the average daily newspaper. 
The only question is as to how much time 
each person puts in talking during each 
day. Some men and women are situated 
so that they cannot talk during the day, 
except at mealtime, on account of the 
character of the work they hnve to do. 
There are others, such as traveling men, 
for instance, who depend upon talking for 
a living. I have figured that the liigh 
man, probably the traveling man, will 
talk five hours out of every twenty-four, 
which would give him a total of 12,000 
words every day. 
1 hnvo figured that 


most nny sort of man will talk as much 
ns ten minutes out of every twenty-four 
hours, and this would give him a total of 
600 words for the defy. 


"These are the two extremes. I am 


satisfied that the normal man—the mun 
who strikes a decent average between 
indifferent silence and disgusting verbos- 
ity—will talk probably one hour, all told, 
each day, which would allow him 2,400 
words. And this, by the way, is consid 
orable talk, for it will fill two columns in 
a newspaper, and a whole lot of wisdom 
ran be crowded into two columns."—New 
Oilcans Times-Democrat.

WB4.THEB AND CROPS. . 


The Last Report of the Department 


For the Year Says that Everything 
"Was Encouraging. 


The crop and weather report for the 


past week, for New England, is as fol 
ows: 


The reports for the past week are 


mostly encouraging, both as regards 
quantity and quality of the crops". Fall 
plowing and seeding were delayed by 
he cloudy and rainy weather that pre- 
vailed, but pastures were benefltted 
thereby. 


The greater pirt of ensilage corn has 


been cut and the curing of such corn is 
nearly ended. Field corn is mostly cut 
and shocked, «ith a yield above the av- 
erage. 


The unfavorable weather has seriously 


interfered with the harvesting of row en, 
which is reported of good quality. Pas- 
tures are in flue condition with promise 
of another month's good feed io the 
southern half of the district, and a fort 
night to a month in the more northern 
sections. Meadows generally are in ex- 
cellent condition. 


The peach crop has been variable 


some sections reporting a good crop, 
while others report the contrary. 
Ou 


the whole-, however, it is thought there 
has been an average crop. 
The era:- 


berry growers report an average yielu 
and the berries of good quality. 
The 


weather is favorable to this crop. Near 
ly all reports agree as to the failure oi 
the apple crop. They are w^rmy and 
rotten, falling badly from the trees, 
and during the past week many were 
blown off in some localities. 
Grapes 


and pears of good quality are plentiful 


Turnips and cabbages are doing well, 


although the latter is being somewhat 
injured by worms. Beaus are excellent 
and a good crop. 
Correspondents in 


Maine, New Hampshire and Vermont 
report a better yield of potatoes than 
was expected. 
In those states some 


damage from rot was reported, but uot 
BS much as from tho southern parts of 
New England, where there are many 
complaints. Scab is also injuring them 
some. The weather has been favorable 
to harvesting the crop, which is pro 
greasing favorably. 


Tobacco is nearly all cut with a satis 


'actory yield. 
Pole sweat has, bow- 


ever, caused damage. This product ie 
believed to be in a satisfactory condi- 
tion.

fied to enter upon the approved course 


L'he 
town is not liable for tuition of 


pupils not fully admitted to an ap 
proved course. 
Violation of th « prin- 


ciple will make the approval liable to 
revocation.
